Revival Among 
The Soldiers! 


Remar able Scenes Among the Troops 
In Training on Salisbury Plain 


A remarkable Bible revival is in 
progress among the British soldiers 
quartered on Salisbury Plain and else- 
where in England, Already more than 
10,000 of the troops on Salisbury 
Plain alone have joined the Pocket 
Testament League, and have agreed 
to carry a Testament with them and to 
read a chapter daily, and over 3,000 
have declared *ieir acceptanace of 
Christ and enlisted under the banner 
of the King of Kings. 

The movement began some time 
ago, when Charles M. Alexander, the 
well: known. Gospel song leader, ac- 
companied by two soldiers, a pianist, 
and a representative of the Pocket 
Testament League, spent five days 
travelling from one Y.M.C.A. marquee 
to another on the Plain, holding Gos- 
pel meetings. From the beginning 
the meetings were a great success. 
The soldiers crowded into the mar- 
quees, aud when the tents were filled, 
they let down the sides and the men, 
stood outside during the gervice, 

The meetings began with the pres- 
entation to each soldier of the Pocket 
Testament edition of the Gospel of 
St. John, containing hymns, pictures 
and stories. Using the gospel as a 
hymn book, Mr. Alexander led the 
men in singing appropriate hymns. 
The men quickly caught up the new 
choruses, such as “I Am _ Included,” 
and “Good-bye, God Bless You,” while 
they rang out lustily the familiar 
strains of the “Glory Soug,” and “Tell 
>*other I'll be There.” Now and then 
the famous song leader called upon 
one of the soloists to sing a hymn 
such as “My Mother’s' Prayér,” or 
“Will the Circle be Unbroken?” Again 
Mr. Alexander would stop the sold- 
iers in the midst of a hymn and give 
them a straight talk on the manliness 
of living a clean Christian life. 

At the opportune moment the idea 
of the Pocket Testament League was 
explained, and the men were told how 
during the last six years the move- 
ment had swept round the world, and 
hundreds of thousands of all classes 
from one end of the world to the 
other had been enrolled in tie League 
by making it the rule-of their lives to 
carry a ‘‘estament with th-m and to 
read at least one chapter daily, Spec- 
ial Testaments wiih waterproof cov- 
ers, weighing only 2%, ounces, pub- 
lished by the Pocket Testameat 
League Headquarters, 47 Paternoster 
Row London, were offered to any sold- 
ier who wishea to join. It was clear- 
ly stated, however, that in order to 
_ secure the Testament he must first 
sign a League Membership card, and 
then sign the pleuge in the Testament 
he received. 

The eagerness of the men to make 
the promise and jcin the .aovement 
was astonishing. At one tent, when 
those who wished to become members 
were asked to come forward, the sold- 
iers literally stormed the platform 
in their eagerness to join. At another 
tent over 300 soldiers were enroll d 
in a few minutes. At still another 
there was not time to give out the 
Testaments that night, so the men 
were asked to present their member- 
ship cards, and secure the books at 
the marquee coznter the next day. 
Early the following morning a stream 
of goldiers asking for Testaments be- 
gan, and continued until thousands of 
men had been enrolled in that mar- 
quee, 


During the closing cays of the 
meetings conducted by Mr. Alexander | 
scenes were witnessed as the soldiers 
were asked not only to join’ the! 
League, but to yield their lives to} 
God. One night over a thousand men 
were crowded into a tent, Over 3800 
joined the Pocket Testament League, 
aud at the close of the service 192 
soldiers in the presence of their com- 
rades, rang out after the song leader 
the words “l accept Christ as my Sav- 
iour, my Lord and my King.” The 
editor of a London journal who was 
present declared it was a sight he had 
rarely seen equalled. 

Bishop Taylor-Smith the Canadian 
chaplain goneral of the forces, when 
asked for a word of encouragement 
to the men whose lives ha] been in- 
fluenced, wrote: “My dear Mr. Alex- 
ander, | rejoice to hear of the bless- 
ing received on the Plain. May you 
see greater tunings than these because 
of Christ’s position and power. Give 
to the brethren from me Hebrews xiii, 


20, 21. Believe me, yours always, J. 
TayiorSmith, Bp, C.G.” 
Later Dr.~J. Wilbur Chapman ar- 


rived in Engiand from America, and 
h. and Mr. Alexander conducted two 
brief but notabl missions in London. 
At their conclusion, at the urgent re- 
quest of the National Council of the 
Y.M.C.A,, the evangelists held three 
thrilling services for soldiers at the 
Crystal Palace and Wendover, when 
as the result of the inspiring mes- 
sages in sermon aid song, hundreds 
of the troops stood up and openly 
confessed Christ as their Saviour, 

The Bible revival on Salisbury 
Plain did not end with the visit of 
Mr. Alexander and his party, The 
movement continued to spread among 
the men from tent to tent, and the de- 
mand for Testaments increased. 

Mr. Henry J. Lane, a business maa 
who has worked day and night in one 
of the Y.M.C.A. marquees on the 
Plain as an honorary worker enrolling 
soldiers in the League, and leading 
them to a decision for God, gent to 
the League Headquarters in London 
a letter giving a graphic account of 
the Bible revival among the troops, He 
wrote: ~ 

“After a visit from Mr. Alexander 
and his party, the Lord manifested 
His blessings in a remarkable way. 
Until then there had been few Sect. 
sions for Christ, sometimes one and 
never more than two a day. After 
the above mentioned visit and the in- 
troduction of the Pocket Testament

A few weeks la’ r the Bible work 
among the soldiers had aroused such 
widespread interest that Mr. Lane and 
Mr. A, J. C. Thomas, who has wit- 
nessed an almost equally wonderful 
work in a neighboring Y.M.C.A. mar- 
quee, were invited to London to tell 
about the spiritual movement among 
the troops. 

To a group of editors of London 
journals who had gathered to hear the 
story, Mr. Lane told how, the work 
began, and of its remarkable influence 
on the morals of the troops. He said: 

“For weeks we have had a stream 
of men coming to join the Pocket Tes- 
tament League, and at tne same time 
accepting Christ so rapidly, that I 
could not deal with them in ones or 
twos, but I had groups of eight and 
ten and more. This has been done 
in the tent while the latest comic 
songs were being sung. These men 
listened as intently ag if there was no 
other sound or voice to be heard. 

“A merchant of Exeter was there in 
the marquee one day, also the Wes- 
leyan chaplain. They purposely stood 
at the back where I could not see 
them just to see what was taking 
place. The merchant said this: ‘If I 
had read it in a book, or heard it from 
the lips of anyone, I would have dis- 
counted 50 per cent. and would not 
have believed the rest.’” 


Gift of a Warship 


Scheme for Britons Outside the Em- 
pire Who Wish to Help 


The three million Britis: subjects 
who are living and trading abroad 
outside the empire are to be invited 
to emulate the exaMple of British do- 
minions by subscribing for the gift of 
a warship to the British fleet. 

A fund is being raised for this pur- 
pose by the Patriotic League of Brit- 
ons Overseas. The King is patron of 
the league. Lord Selbourne is chair- 
man, Lord Alderham fills the posts 2£ 
vice-chairman and honorary treasurer, 
and the influential committee which 
nas been formed includes the names 
of Lord Curzon, of Kedleston, Lord 
Milner, Lord Charles. Beresford, Sir 
Gerard Lowther, Sir Claude M. Mac- 
Donald and Sir H. M, Dirand. 

The widely scattered communities 
of Britons who are to be found in tne 
United States, in the Far East, in 
Chili, in the Argentine, and elsewhere, 
are all anxious to do something for 
the motherland in her hour of need. 
Working individually the efforts of 
these communities are circumscribed, 
being limited usually to the equip- 
ment of small parties of men who 
have volunteered for service in Eur- 
ope, and the collection of money for 
the various war funds. The Patriotic 
League, by co-grdinating their local 
effort, will enable these widely dis- 
persed subjects of the king to afford 
the world a visible proof of the 
solidarity of the British race. 

The proposal of the league has the 
cordia) support of the Admiralty. The 
type of ship will, of course, depend on 
the amount subscribed, but the Admir- 
alty have agreed to apply the mone 
to one of the larger ships now under 
construction or to “making an addi- 
tion to a class of cruisers most useful 
in seas abroad.” 

Prominent business people in ihe 
city with large interests abroad are 
heartily backing the league.

The German 
soldier produced some morphia and a 
needle, and, with the aid of this, all 
three forgot their terrible wounds, 
found suddenly a gtranse ease and 
comfort, and began to talk of their 
lives and their homes. But for all 
three the end was near, «nd when the 
French officor ceased to write, the 
other two had already found a longer 
oblivion than any repose that morphia 
could give. So the three men died 
comforting and helping one another. 

The story is a parapie for mankind, 
and it is a lesson for the nations at 
war. Our duty to our country, to 
f-eedom and ‘to civilization imposes 
upon us a brutal and horrible task. 
At the moment we are call2d upon to 
repel by force an aggression on liberty 
and human rights, ..:d no effort must 
be spared, no sacrifice omitted, ‘that 
may be necessary to overcome a de- 
éign that is served with the infinite 
resources of science, organization, 
courage and discipline. But we are 
fighting not to destroy or to outlaw a 
people or a race, and, if we allcw our- 
welves to be led away by tno passions 
of revenge and cruelty, we do violent 
dishonor tu the great cause that is in 
our keeping. Some day our business 
will not be war, but reconstruction 
and in that reconstruction all Europe 
will take its part. What Talleyrand 
said of his diplomatic achievement, 
that he had regained fur France the 
right of citizenship in Europe, will 
mever have to be said by a Germano 
Statesman, for nobody proposes, when 
the allies have won their victory, to 
disfranchise any Burop2an _ people, 
We shall be engaged in the work of 
the three dying soldiers, and from 
that work nobody will be .xcluded.— 
London Nation.

New Direct Service to Russian Capital 
by C.P.h. Boats 


Canada to Petrcgrad is che latest 
excursion trip arranged in the world 
wide ramifications of the Canadian 
Pacifico Rallway and at present regu- 
lar rungs between Sst. John and the 
capital of all the Russias are beiag 
conducted. For $64.26 any Russian 
can now get to Petrograd, if he also 
pays the railway fare to St. John or 
Halifax to catch the boat. Passengers 
by this route will take a decidediy ‘n- 
teresting journey. They will take the 
C.P.R. boat to Liverpool. From Liver- 
pool they will sail to ports in Sweden 
or Finland, and from these make the 
final run to Petrograd. It is not likely 
that the history of rail and steamship 
travel has ever shown a single adver- 
tised trip with so many countries and 
80 Many possibilities for so small a 
price. 5 

This service has been put on by 
the C.P.R. owing to the arlge nuin- 
ber of Russians desiring to return to 
their native land since the war started. 
In present conditions the Russians 
have a predilection for travelling by 
British routes, feeling safer under the 
Union Jack. Hitherto, Russians com- 
ing to Canada generally journeyed via 
New York, but now conditons have 
been reversed, and on their return 
journey they are taking the Canadian 
line. 

It is stated that a large number 
of Russians who have been in Chicago 


and the Western States are taking ad-- 


vantage of this service. 

Another evidence of the effect of 
battle on maritime commerce is shown 
by the fact that as a direct. result of 
the defeat of the German fleet off the 
Falkland Islands, at the extreme 
southerly point of South America, the 
Canadian Pacific has. bee. able to 
resume its trans-Pacific passenger and 
freight service. Only one boat will 
go into service at present, but it will 
be followed late: on by others. 

The British Admiralty has notified 
the C.P.R. that they have released 
their steamship Monteagle, which 
since the beginning of the war had 
been taken over for Admiralty pur- 
poses. The Monteagle will, as soon 
as she is put into shape, return to her 
regular run between Hong Kong and 
Vancouver. She is expected to leave 
Hong Korg on her first voyage on 
February 24th, sailing to Yokohama, 
whence she will sail for Vancouver 
about March 6, reaching the British 
Columbia port about March 21st. From 
that time on the Monteagle will =e- 
sume her regular runs between the 
Canadian, Japanese and Chinese ports, 
unless war conditions arise to inter- 
fere with business.. The other C.P.R. 
Pacific Empresses are still engaged in 
the Admiralty business.

Tiniest Republic 


Is Heard From 


Ancient San Marino Broughi Into the 
War News by a Protest Filed 
by Germany 


‘ 

The report that Germany had 
lodged with San Marino a protest re 
garding the use of a wireless station, 
says the Norfolk Virginian-Pilot, 
brings into the war news a republie 
the oldest on the face of the globe, 
probably the tiniest and certainly one 
that represents a survivai unique in 
the political world of Europe. Comprises 
ing scarcely more than a little moun 
tain peak in Northern Italy, which 

| stands free of the Apennines and & 
short twelve miles from the seacoast, 
this diminutive state, thanks chiefly 
to a series of happy accidents which 
became crystallized into a sentiment, 

has succeeded in maintaining its free- 
dom for more than a thousand years 
and through all the endless. vicissi- 
tudes that have overtaken the sur 
rounding territory. 
Its origin is ascribed to a Dalmatian 
saint who fled from the early persecu- 

; tions at Rome anu dwelt in a hermitage 
on Mount Titanus, tnough it is alto 
gether prebable that there was an 
earlier population. This saint had a 
noble benefactress in the person of 
one Felicita, who was a Countess 
Mathilda in a small way, and it was 
this lady who gave to the young con- 
g-egation the proprietorship of the 
mountain, the lower table land having 
been acquired by subsequent purchase 
and by the generosity of Pope Aeneas 
Sylvius. How sovereignty was orig- 
inally obtained is a puzzle which has 
never yet been completely solved. Cer- 
tainly it was not acquired from. Fell- 
cita for it was not hers to Lestow. It 

} had rested successively with the Rom- 
an Republic, the Goths, the Greeks 
and the Germans, while the Papacy it- 
self has as much claim to San Marino 
as to anything it possessed. 
_At all events it was included, the 
historians tell us, in the gift of Pepin. 
And yet in the thirteenth century the 
Papacy seems to have accepted a 
judical decision which affirmed the 
sovereign independence of the tiny re- 
public while in 1463 Pius II. consider- 
ably increased its territovy at the 
expense of Sigismund Malatesta. From 
that time down to the prese..t its free- 
dom has been maintained largely 
through the friendship of potentates, 
first of the neighboring Dukes of Ur- 
bino, then of the Popes, then of Napol- 
eon and lastly of Italy. 

In an article contributed to the Na 
tion some twenty years ago Mr. A. B. 
Hart pointed out how “when the King- 
dom of Italy was formed in 1860 no 
one cared to erase from the map & 
state which even the Popes had spared 
and in which Europe was interested. 
Hence the San Marinese retained a 
situation comparable with that of the 
native states in India: A\“consolato” 
of the Italian government resides in 
the town; the schools are assimilated 
to the Italian system; appeals may be 
had from the courts to the Italian 
upper courts, and precautions are 
taken against the harboring of refugee 
criminals. Yet of the old sovereignty 
four important incidents are retained. 
San Marino has a post office, a kind 
of national plaything; but the rare and 
beautiful stamp8 are much prized by 
collectors, and doubtless the sale helpy 
the coffers of he state. The San 
Marinese manage, and well manage, 
their local affairs without any an- 
noying interference from an italian 
| prefect. Tivy owe. no military ser- 
y'ce to Italy, and their own wilitary 
is no burden. Above all, they pay no 
taxes to L-aly. 

The courage of the San Marinese is 
shown by the lack of hesitation with 
which they gave refugee to Garibalds 
when pursued by the Austrians after 
his defeat of 1849, while evidence of 
their moral fibre is to be found in the 
fact that the republic in 1868 refused 
to receive the gambling establish- 
ments which had been made illegal 
in other countries. While intenseiy 
jealous of their rights, they have 
never evinced any desire to extend 
their borders, the latter fact no doubt 


e a long way towar. explaining 
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their past freedom and offering the 
best guarantee of its future ccntinu- 
ance.

Although Bismarck knew Russian 
well, he declined to take any notice of 
despatches adaressed to the German 
foreign office in that language. “My 
predecessor,” he once relate’, “wrote 
to all the diplomatists in German, and 
they replied each in his own larguage 
—Russian, Spanish, Swedish and what 
not. I decided that all ccmmunica- 
tions received in languages other than 
German, French, English and Italian, 
should be left unnoticed. Budberg, the 
Russian ambassador in Berlin, wrote 
me screed after screed always in Rus- 
sian. No answer was returned, and at 
last he came to ask the reason of my 
silence, ‘There is a great pile of docu- 
ments in Russian downstairs,’ I told 

'hith; ‘yours are probably amongst 
jthem. We have no one who under- 
stands Russian, and I have givea in- 
structions for all documents written 
in a language we do not understand to 

e put away in the archives.’ It was 
then arranged that Budberg should 
write to us in French,”—London

Now with regard to the war. I saw 
enough when up in the north of Hng- 
Jand to satisfy me the German's gdme 
is up. If it were a football tie final 
they could not be putting more energy 
into it than they are in getting re- 
cruits. Bach township is vying with 
the other, and the daily figures are 
anxiously compared. A week ago I 
spent on evening with a Russian 
refugee, though banned for years past 
from his country, he is most enthus- 
dastic on Russia's awakening. He says 
ths war has moved the whole nation; 
the Czar is now a hero and “the peo- 
ple carry him on their hands.” By 
arrangement with Japan, Russia is 
able to bring up her hordes from her 
furthest limits. So vast is the territory 
aver which they are converging that 
it may be another month yet before 
her whole weight is felt. 6,000,000 are 
already available and another 5,000,- 
000 to come. Japzn has lent Russia 
her heavy artillery. For 15 days the 
trans-Siberian railway was clcsed for 
ths transportation 
now on the frontier. France has still 
a big reserve of men preparing for tke! 
forward march, and England’s Terri- 
torials are now doubled and number 
600,000. Kitchener’s Army of 1,000,- 
000 have enrolled and the second mil- 
lion voted for. Our regular army, 
which has lost 60,000 of its best in 
killed, wotinded and missing, is being 
kept up to strength so that, what with 
the navy, its reserves and the noble 
help from the Dominions abroad and 
India, it is with a force of two and a 
half to thre millions, Germany will 
have to count by the time she has 
broken her morale on the western 
frontier. In the meantime no one could 
ask more than that she should bring 

» her ma ses to be decimated as near 
to our base as she could possibly get, 
without actually fighting in our own 
country. Joffre by a big effort, could 
‘today drive them back to their front- 
jer. But to what purpose? The coun- 
try the enemy hold is already devas- 
tated and where they are it is con- 
venient to hold and fight them. As 
Joffre is said to have expressed it, 
“Leave me alone. [— am_ nibbling 
them!” I am sure the Kaiser has more 
cause for ney than the French 
President. We in England do not 
overlook that in their desperation a 
raid on England is among the possi- 
bilities. From the preparation that has 
been made anyone might think it was 
expected daily. Entrenchments have 
been thrown up all along the coast. 
The coasts are patrolled systemati- 
cally and troops are quartered for 
training and defence purposes all 
along the coasts. If they come the 
old country will give a pretty good ac- 
count of herself. I was watching, 
hat in hand, some of the wounded be- 
ing lifted out of the Red Cross motors 
and carried into one of the infirmaries 
in Manchester only yesterday and as I 
watched with a heart full of sympathy, 
a clatter was heard up the street and 
about 30 young fellows on their own 
horses trotteu past going to enroll. 
A finer lot of men and hors s no man 
could wish to see, and, this is going 
on all over the empire.

Germany Not Anxious to Pcnetrate 
Land of the Czar 

Over 100 years ago Napoleon led 
500,000 men into Rusisa. Some months 
later 100,000 or less dragged them- 
selves back into friendiy territory. .n 
that time the Russians won no great 
pitched battle. Moscow had been cap- 
tured and pillaged, and the Russian 
army had fallen back steadily «until 
the French retreat began. That in- 
vasion of Russia has stood as a warn- 
ing to all military strategists since. 
The methods of warfare in 1914 might 
amaze the Corsican, but he would be 
at no loss to recognize a Russian win- 
ter. 

Germany, unlike Napoleon, cannot 
possibly have thoughts of a serious in- 
vasion of Russia. Some irdent Ger- 
man protxgonists may have striven 
to create such an impression, but the 
drive of 1,000,000 or more German 
troops into Russian Poland can mean 
nothing more than a defensive offen- 
sive, an application of tactics that 
calls the best defense an attack. In- 
vading Poland, not to menace Russia, 
but to keep her from striking home 
within German territory must be the 
main object of the German general 
staff. Germany has been wise in carry- 
ing the fight to the ene:1y’s territory, 
and therein lies her only clainr to ad- 
vantage thus far. 

At the beginning of the wer Ger- 
man advices made great play over the 
anticipated revolt «f the Poles against 
Russian domination. Nothing of the 
kind has happened. Poland has been 
devastatea, but the Poles have lacked 
the inspiration of national spirit, of 
national pride, of national honor to 
rise against anybocy. They have 
watched, sullenly perhaps, but silently, 
their masters struggle for possession 
of. the land. 

Drive after drive against Warsaw 
has failed Even if that city were cap- 
tured, not an army corps of German 
troops could be withdrawn from. the 
easiern front, Any ttempt to weaken 
the strength of the Germa. army in 
Poland, even if Russian offensive were 
decisively checked, would inevitably 
signal the advanc3 of the Russian 
steam roller. 

It is doubtful if the primary pur- 
pose of the invasion of Poland was to 
prevent the utter collapse of Austrian 
arms. If it were, that object, too, 
seems to have failed. The latest news 
from the front would indicate that 

issia has been perfectly capable of 
frustrating Austria, and at the same 
time checking German attempts to re- 
lieve the pressure in Galicia, 

With Austria out of the way as a 
serious contender, Russia’s task of en- 
tering German territory becomes much 
easier. In that event the Germans de- 
fending their own towns’ and lands 
must do it with armies worn by the 
tremendous fighting in Poland and 
without the ability of Russia to 
place losses with fresh troop.

Whitby J Abbey Damaged 


Germans Desecrated Ancient Ruin of 
Whitby 


One of the cradles of British his- 
tory was the picturesque old ruin 
deliberately assailed by German sheils 
curing the piratical raid upon the 
east coast of England by the Ger- 
mans 

Whitby Abbey and its associations 
are familiar to all the English speak- 
ing world, ana the firing upon a 
building thus isolated is an example 
of the policy of “frightfulness” with 
no corresponding military advantage 
whatever. 

The famous Abbey dates back to 
the middle years of the seventh cen- 
tury, when Hilda, the daughter of 
King Edwin, erected the Abbey on 
the cliff round which clustered the 
town that came to be called Whitby. 
Under the Lady Hilda’s vigorous ad- 
ministration the Abbey became a 
famous school of learning, and here 
in 664 was held the historic Synod 
which determined the Waster con- 
troversy in favor of the Western Use 
that has ever since obtained. 

Here, too, on the monastery lands, 
was born the churl Caedmon, Whom 
St. Hilda, impressed with his poetic 
gifts, caused to be received into the 
monastery, and here he composed che 
first British great poem of the Crea- 
tion, which may have inspired Mil- 
ton, a thousand years later, with the 
idea of Paradise Lost, 

The existing .uins of the Abbey 
are mainly Early English developing 
into the decorated style of architec- 
ture and they possess somv original 
features of their own, 

The injury of so veneradle a relic 
will bring home to any wn) may atill 
have had doubts something of the 
character of the foe with whom we 
have to deal.

Before the war foreigners from the 
Continent monopolized th; waiters’ 
calling throughout England, except in 
a few of the old fashioned British es- 
tablishments, particularly those in ihe 
heart of London, where an old guard 
of business men living up to the tra- 
ditions of former generations remain 
faithful to their turtle soup and beef- 
steak and bottle of port for their mid- 
day meal and cling to famous o'1 ~e- 
sorts which may have been clean and 
« omfortable, according to the stand- 
ards of Dickens and Thackeray's 
time, but would command the atten- 
tions of the board of health in an 
American city. 

The staffs of the larger British 
hotels, from the manager's office to 
the kitchen, were manned by foreign- 
ers. Most .of these hotels are owned 
by companies and the stockholders 
placed dividends before loyalty to 
British servants when British em- 
ployees had been proven less profit- 
able than aliens. Germ.ns, Swiss and 
Italians had taken the hotel and res- 
taurant business by storm.

praise his English opponents.” Quct- 
ing the general, the correspondent 
continues; “The English first line 
troops are splendid soldiers, experi- 
<need and very tough, especially on 
tue defensive. There would be a0 
credit in beating them if they were 
not.” 

The conversation turning on Lord 
Kitchener's Army, the general said 
significantly: “You cannot improvise 
armies. Engiand cannot h pe to ac- 
complish in a few months what it took 
Germany a hundred years to build 
up.” Returning to the English regu- 
lars, General Von Heeringen told the 
following anecdvte: “At one point we 
used a mine thrower against one of 
their trenches. Th:se mortars go off 
with a frightful noise calculated to 
shake the courage of the stoutest. Af- 
ter the tenth shot our men advanced 
with a loud ‘Hurrah,’ expecting to find 
the British ‘groggy,’ but, will you Le- 
lieve it, those tough Scotsmen vrawl- 
ed out of their trenches and actually 
attempted a counter bayonet charge.” 

The old general {3 reported to have 
spoken gene. ously of Field Marshal 
Sir John French’s leadership—a bit 
wistfully, as if ~egretting that the 
British had all be2>n sent north and 
that he could no longer cross swords 
with the English commandcr in chief. 
He said that the Bavarians had begged 
to be sent against the English in ihe 
north. He did not forget General 
Joffre, who, he said, was “doing his 
hard job in a creditable, soldierly 
fashion,” ably seconded by his “bril- 
liant junior, General Castlenau.” 

The correspondent says that the 
German troops are not wholly depead- 
ent on German official bulletins for 
news, because with their field wireless 
installations they can hear the Eiffel 
Tower talk.

Older than the Grand Trunk 


Canadian Express Co. is About to 
Celebrate Its Fiftieth Anniversary 


Within a few days, the Canadian 
Expréss Company as such, will cele- 
brate its fiftieth anniversary, letters 
patent having been granted to the for. 
warding company under this name by 
the federal government early in Feb- 
ruary, 1865. The original name of the 
company was the British Ametieey 
Express; established in the early '50’s, 
when it operated stage lines during 
the winter months, supplementing 
these with steamboat connections dur- 
ing the months when water navigation 
was possible. 

The Canadian Express is therefore 
actually older than the Grand Trunk 

, System, on which it operates today, 
; although the Grand Trunk was the 
second railway opened on this contin- 
ent. As early as 1858 a branch of-

Mangolds 
are considered equally. good. A gallon 
three times daily is the quantity of 

grain given to the champion of 1,400 
pounds weight. This consists of roll- 
led oats and a double handful of oil 
cake, also an Ontario product. Some 
molasses meal is,also used—made in 
Britain for British feeders. Water is 
kept before them at all times. 

Lots of exercise outside, winter and 
summer—six to eight hours daily— 
and loose boxes for quarters, with 
green cut feed in summer, are regard- 
ed as essentials at the Pritchard 
farm. Summer exercise is given at 
night to avoid flies: An example of 
the results of this system is seen in 
the fact that Pritchard’s white steer 
gained 160 pounds in the 90 days be- 
tween National Exhibtion an} Winter 
Fair.

Horses in the War 

Jaspite the use of motor traction 
there are, it has been established, 
more than half a million horses in the 
various fields of war. Perhaps ithe 
number has been lessened by fatali- 
ties, for cable despatches tell of regi- 
ments of Uhlans fighting as foot sold- 
jers on account of lack of remounts. 
Experience shows ihat three hundred 
horses are killed on the average to 
one cavalryman. 

The horse is always a worse suffer- 
er than the man. It is not so hardy 
and # suffers more acutely from star- 
vation and thirst, for instance. Gener- 
ally speaking, it is easily vulnerable. 

Some horses will go on after receiv- 
ing a score of wounds, but a horse 
struck by a bullet usually fails and is 
of no use, either becanse of its loss of 
speed or because it is so stricken with 
fear as to become difficult to manage 
In the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71) 
about 50,000 horses perished. 


Germans Forbid Discussion of War 


The correspondent of the Telegraf 
at Seizaete, in the region near Ghent, 
says that the Germans have issued 
proclamations forbidding the inhabit- 
ants to discuss the war, under penalty 
of a heavy fine or long imprisonment. 

“Some of the inuabitants have al- 
ready been punished,” he says. “In 
fact, the prisons are filled, not with 
ordinary criminals, but with — citi- 
zens who have unwittingly been guilty 
of ‘some infraction of the nimerous 
German proscriptions.”

scheme, a humber of the older child- 
ren organize into an Oat club, a Po- 
tato club, or an Alfalfa club. The 
teacher does not need to be an expert. 
She supplies enthusiasm and direc- 
tion, letting the pupils, tc a very large 
extent, teach themselves. 


In one school they have two clubs 
a Domestic Scienco club for the girls, 
and a Potato club for the boys. The 
practical work is done at home. At 
stated times, they meet and discuss 
matters. The boys, in their corner of 
the rdom, have a little meeting on po- 
tato growing, One boy reads an orig- 
inal composition; another arf extract 
from some published article. Catch 
the interest of the boy or girl in some 
one or other of the vast aumber of 
subjects that may b> taken up, and 
afterwards he will teach himself. Get 
him interested, and you cannot keep 
him from reading and studying every- 
thing relating to the subject. Instead 
of becoming dissatisfied with home 
and school, and wan‘ing to go to the 
shanty, the store or the factory, he 
finds hig attention engrossed by 
things.at home. He works better, too, 
at his other studies. 

Imagine, if you can, what would be 
the result if every rural school ‘thad a 
little piece of ground on which to dem- 
onstrate hardy alfalfa, or some of the 
O.A.C, No. 21 barley, and that sort of 
thing. Not only the children, but tbe 
whole community would beiefit. It is 
being done, too. Last vear, in Kent 
county, a school plot sown to O.A.C, 
No. 72 oats, produced at the rate of 
110 bushels, while the maximum crop 
of the farms of the district was about 
50 bushels. Near Chatham, school 
boys growing Wisconsin No. 7 corn 
beat the whole county in yield, 

In the high school, too, the teaching 
of agriculture may be made to fit with 
the work of the association. The 
scheme is Similar to that followed ‘in 
the public schools, that is, the instruc- 
tion is based on the project that the 
pupil carries on at home. Supposing 
fifteen of the older boys. in a high 
school would like to take up crop im- 
provement, They organize as a 
branch of the association. There 
would be no compulsion. Some might 
want to grow, select and improve a 
grain, clover, alfalfa or mangel seed; 
others to test and introduce a new 
variety. If so, that“is the work they 

ould carry on at home as their pro- 
ject. It would not tike many years, 
by this means, to bring on a few 
thousand of the bést trained crop im- 
provers. It is being done. Five high 
schools have commenced the work. 
Last year at Guelph there was a class 
of twenty-one school teachers train- 
ing for it. The chief thing is for the 
people to understand the scheme and 
to wanf it. . 

Farmers do not understand what is 
meant by teaching agriculture. They 
think that it is teaching farming. “I 
can teach my boy all the farhing he 
needs to know; I don’t see how the 
school teacher can teach him any- 
thing about farming.” Such men have 
the idea that farming is ploughing, 
harrowing, séeding and harvesting. 
That never was the idea involved in 
the teaching of agriculture. Success 
in farming is dependent not upon 
these -manual operations, important 
and necessary as they are. The thing 
that makes for happiness and success 
is the ability to reason well, to observe 
closely, to read about your work, to be 
interested in it, and to want to im- 
prove it. ‘The object is to lead child- 
ren to think about’ farm life, to be 
proud of farm life, and want to read 
about farm life and farming ope;a- 
tions. 

We have apparently come to a 
place where all the out-of-doors was 
left out of a child’s education. The 
idea of education had narrowed down 
to a thing which you could get only 
inside of four walls, with tha teacher, 
the blackboard and the book, Nature 
study is a protest against the artific- 
ialities of school work, It is an effort 
to naturalize school work; to bring 
the school out of doors, realizing that 
the things the child comes in contact 
with every day make a basis for edu- 
cation of the soundest kind. So we 
have come to a scheme of teaching 
agriculture through work with plants 
and animals and soils and weather. 
This js the natural and the sensible 
way the way in which the race haz, 
ag it were, been taught agriculture.

Goods Published 


Considerable alarm in industrial 
circles has been occasioned by publica- 
tion in January number of the Postal 
Guide’ of a long liét of commodities, 
the exportation of which from Canada 
is said-to be prohibited to all destina- 
tions. The list is headed iby the fol- 
hibited to all destinations:” 

“By royal proclamation, which has 
been pttblished in the Canada Gazette, 
it is declared that all orders issued 
heretofore concerning the exportation 
of gooda from Canada are'revoked and 
it is further declared that the expor 
tation of) the following goods be pro- 
hibited to all detsinations.” 

The list contains several hundred 
items, incliding nickel ore, nickel ana 
ferro-nickel, heavy boots for men, oil} 
of all kinds, bags, sacks, copper, rope, 
raw rubber, etc. 

A further list includes goods whose 
export is prohibited to all countries 
save those of British connections. 
These include wheat, flour, animals 
and certain other important commodi 
ties, which form a large part of Can- 
ada’s trade with the United States.
